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Summary 

New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  September  declined 
$4.4  billion  or  1.9  percent  from  August  to  $222.6  billion. 
Most  of  the  decline  was  in  the  durable  goods  sector,  down 
$3.9  billion  or  3.2  percent.  Orders  for  durables  had 
earlier  been  reported  down  4.1  percent.  Orders  for 
nondurables  were  down  0.5  percent. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  in  September  were  down 
slightly,  decreasing  $0.3  billion  or  0.1  percent  to  $221.4 
billion.  Shipments  for  durables  goods  were  unchanged  from 
August  at  $117.8  billion,  revising  the  earlier  reported  0.8 
percent  decline.  Shipments  of  nondurables  were  down  0.3 
percent. 

Manufacturers'  unfilled  orders  in  September  increased 
$1.2  billion  or  0.3  percent  to  $453.0  billion.  Virtually 
all  of  the  increase  was  in  durables. 

Manufacturers'  inventories  in  September  increased  $2.1 
billion  or  0.6  percent  to  $347.9  billion.  Although 
inventories  have  shown  a  relatively  strong  upward  trend 
since  April  1987,  the  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  has  been 
edging  down.  In  April  1987  the  ratio  was  1.63;  the  ratio 
for  September  this  year  was  1.57. 

New  Orders 

Most  of  the  $3.9  billion  decline  in  new  orders  for 
durable  goods  was  in  transportation  equipment,  down  $3.4 
billion  or  9.8  percent  to  $31.3  billion.  The  decline 
resulted  mostly  from  decreases  in  aircraft  and  parts,  down 
$1.4  billion  and  shipbuilding  and  tanks,  also  down  $1.4 
billion.  Nonelectrical  machinery  was  down  $1.2  billion  or 
5.3  percent  to  $21.6  billion;  most  of  the  decline  was  in 
office  and  computing  equipment  down  $1.0  billion  or  15.6 
percent  to  $5.3  billion.  The  largest  increases  in  orders 
were  in  primary  metals,  up  $0.7  billion  or  6.1  percent  to 
$12.5  billion  and  fabricated  metals,  up  $0.4  billion  or  3.6 
percent  to  $12.1  billion. 

The  pattern  of  change  in  nondurable  goods  orders  was 
mixed,  with  the  largest  declines  in  chemicals  and  petroleum 
products  and  the  largest  increases  in  tobacco  and  textiles. 


Shipments 


Although  total  durable  goods  shipments  in  September 
showed  little  change  from  August,  transportation  equipment 
declined  $0.8  billion  or  2.6  percent  to  $29.9  billion. 
Nonelectrical  machinery  also  declined,  down  $0.2  billion  or 
0.9  percent  to  $21.3  billion.  Most  of  the  other  major 
industries  had  increases  for  the  month. 

Shipments  of  nondurables  showed  a  similar  pattern. 
Declines  in  chemicals  of  $0.6  billion  or  2.7  percent  and 
petroleum  products  of  $0.3  billion  or  2.6  percent  were 
nearly  offset  by  increases  in  most  of  the  other  categories. 


Unfilled  Orders 


The  largest  decline  in  unfilled  orders  in  September  was 
in  electrical  machinery,  down  $0.8  billion  or  0.9  percent 
to  $92.4  billion;  most  of  the  decline  was  in  defense 
communication  equipment. 

Inventories 

The  increase  of  $2.1  billion  in  inventories  was  mostly 
for  durable  goods,  up  $1.8  billion  or  0.8  percent  to  $228.4 
billion.  Nonelectrical  machinery  was  up  $0.8  billion  or  1.8 
percent.  Nondurable  inventories  were  up  $0.3  billion  or  0.3 
percent,  with  the   largest   increase  in  rubber  and  plastics. 

Inventories  by  stage  of  fabrication  showed  increases  in 
materials  and  supplies  of  0.6  percent  and  finished  goods  of 
1.0  percent,  with  both  the  durable  and  nondurable  sectors 
increasing.  Work  in  process  inventories  increased  0.2 
percent,  with  an  increase  in  durables  more  than  offsetting  a 
decline  in  nondurables.
